Willingness 


UT without: some’ Soviet 

willingness to bronden 
the scope of the talks to 
includo topics proposed by 
the other Western govern- 
ments, the = preliminary 
exchanges, however — con- 
ducted, remain likely to run 
into deadlock. 


A further important topic for 
preliminary exchanges is 
the question of which states 
would attend n top-level 
meeting. 


Here the “Big Four’ (Britain, 
tho United States, France 

“and Ruasia) bave not yet 
taken up firm positions, but 
possible difficulties remain 
over the question of China— 
and in o wider conferenco— 
East Gormany. 


But tho common desire by 
Russia and tho West to: 
halt tho arms ‘race is tho 
key to ‘agreement at the 
proposed talks. 


Danger 


HE danger is that ‘tho 

,A ngenda for the talks 

“might become so long as to 

.be unworkable or so short 
as to by meaningless. 


That the heads of government 
would have to mect in 
genuine privacy, and 
eschow, propagandist 
speeches addreesed to the 
world at large, is the first 
essential. 


The second is that they must 
not be content with simply 
breaking the ice, but must 
complete agreement on 
some subject, however 
Hmited, 


Familiar Topics 


N all the familiar topics 


— disarmament, nuclear 
contro], Germany, Eastern 
Europo — and even on the 
newly. fashionable topic of 
disengagement the positions 
of ‘the two sides appear to 
be as divided os ever. 


Perhaps the search for 
limited agreement isn best 
approached from a different 
angle, The common ground 
between Russin and the 
West is that modern arm- 
amemts aro’ lappallingly 
dangerous, 


It seems certain that both 
sides would: welcome the 
‘chance ‘to’ divert’ money 
from armaments, for tho 
sako of thelr own people, 
and because of the competi- 
tion in ald to under- 
developed countrics in 
which they are all engaged.

To The Editor, China Mail. 


Sir, — Reading John Luifs 
brief reference to the Amethyst 
Affair in “The Last Days of 
Shanghai,” which appeared In 
Inst Saturday's issue, J found 
myself flooded with memories of 
the part that Shanghai was to 
ploy immediately after the un- 
fortunate incident. And this hos 
induced me to think’ back to 
those days and to share with 
your readers that never-td-be~ 
forgotten scene, of which I was 
on Interested spectator, of the 
arrival in Shanghai of the sur- 
vivors of that warship after thelr 
hurrowlng ordeal up the Yangtse 
River. I was there because, as 
Chief Reporter of “Ttic North 
Crina Dally News" (Editor; the 
lute Mr R. T, Peyton-Grifin), 
J had been assigned the job of 
éevering Shanghal North Station, 
gebere the train bearing the men 
Who had “got out! was due to 
arrive, while Mr George S. A. 
Vine (Assistant | Editor and 
1.N.S. Correspondent) tackled 
the diplomatic levels, or such as 
there then existed in Shanghal. 

Long before the train arrived, 
there was oan oir of bustling ac- 
tivity outside and inside North 
Station, and one had the im- 
pression that the United States 
Navy had token over the area. 
As soon ns Shanghat had learned 
about the Amethyst incident, the 
Ainericans had offered the full 
wie and services of their floating 
hospital, the U.8.9 Consolation, 
and it was the details from her 
who were so conspicuous at the 
tailway station thnt aftemoon, 

Qutside North Station there 
was a flect of ambulances, buses, 
trucks anc smaller vehicles, 
mostly manned by U.S, Marines, 
They stood around their cars 
chatting jn that ensy manner of 
the average American, while 
Chinese civilians, loaded with 
travelling bags and sundry 
pnreels, streamed in and out of 
North Station, as the local trains 
were stil} running normally, 

F e e 

Inside, on the station platform, 
there was a motley crowd of 
people, newspnpermen and 
}hictographers, curiosity-scekers, 
men in unfiforms—the familiar 
cotk-bluc of the British Navy 
intermingling with the Ilghter 
dress of the American sallors— 
ond severnt high-rankers. Press 
correspondents and focal ‘re- 
porters moved briskly here and 
there, cach trying to pick up 
sume bit of information that 
might give him a lend over the 
others, but for once nobody was 
toking, and the only responsible 
oMcials present were too busy 
to do 50, 

It wasn't long before a distant 
toot announced that the 
anxiously awaited train was 
coming In, and there was 0 rush 
fo the edge. of the platform. 
Within a few minutes, with 
typical Yankee bustle and 
efictency, a group of American 
sailors had fallen in beside a 
pile of canvas and basket stret- 
chers near the . exit gate, while 
the rest of them quickly fell into 
two lincs and formed a human 
lane lending: from the platform 
to outside the statlon where the 
ambulances and other vehicles 
were, Newspapermen and their 
photographers were ° politely 
hustled to one side of the plat- 
form. 

As soon as the train started to 
chug into the terminal, Petty 
Officer Cunningham, of the Naval 
OMice at the British Consulate, 
hopped on the train. And as the 
truin slowed down, the news- 
papermen were already running 
alongside it, trying to locate the 
carriage with the Amethyst men, 
but even before they. got to it, 
windows were being raised and 
P/O Cunningham, o Shanghal- 
lander if there ever was one, 
could be ‘seen through the pancs 
telling the men not to talk to 
the Press. 

There ‘was:an air of tremende. 
cus tension and excitement when 
the train flnally came to a stop 
und some ,British and American 
officers clambered aboard. No 
time was wasted, for almost im- 
mediately '' the men from the 
Amethyst started to come off the 
truin, They got Into the lane 
formed by the American sailors 
and, in single’ file, marched out 
of the station, with thelr heads 
keld high.

2.8 million square yards arriving 
in January, compared with 5.8 
million a year ago and 3.1 million

Bare Allegation 


Continuing his  submisstons 
from yesterday, Mr Bernacchl! 
contended, on tho question of 

resentation, that the only 
allege fom of misrepresentation 
in the present caso was the bare 
allegation by the defendants 
that there had in fact been a 
misrepresentation om tho part of 
the plaintiff. 

Counsel] said it was not 
alleged either thet by reason of 
such misrepresentation the de 
fendants were entitled to avoid 
the contract. 

Mr Bernocch! went on to ro- 
fer to a parngraph of the stnte- 
ment of defence, and two of its 
subsections, and contended that 
their effect. was that the de- 
fendants could rot legally pass 
the beneficial Interest in the 
vessel to the plaintiff, and that 
they therefore did not do 50. 


Not Concerned 


Ho majntained that the Court 
was not concerned in this ac- 
tlon with what the defendants 
could or could not legally have 
done, 

The plaintiff, he sald, was 
not suing for the enforcement 
of the agreement; he. was 


‘suing with regard to conver- 


sion in respect of the defen- 
dants’ subsequent wrongful act 
in taking the vessel away from 
the plaintiff, 

Mr Bernacchi submitted that 
a deneficlal owner was Just as 
much an owner as o teglstered 
owner, even though aon agree- 
ment ‘to transfer was’ not an 
actual transfer within the 
meaning of the penalty clauses 

of the Merchant Shipping Act. 


Consoquently, Counsel argued, 
even if Jt were to be said that, 
by reason of an alleged failure 
by plaintif{ to incorporate, the 
bill of sale would bo dilegal, 
either under the Merchant 
Shipping Act or any other on- 
actment, that dfd not affect the 
passing of the bencficlal owner- 
ship to plaintiff under the 
agreement coupled with tho 
delivery, 


Hnd No Value 


Mr Bernacchit maintained 
that, for the reasons he had 
given, the paragrapha of the 
statement of defence he had 
referred to, which hinted. at 
legality, had no value, 

Hoe then put forward submis- 
sions on the law on damages 
that may be awarded in cases 
ef conversion ond  detinue.
